Members  of  the  Department  of  Astronomy  staff  attending  conferences  this  sum- 
mer were:  Professor  Donald  A.  MacRae,  Dr.  P.  Wellmann,  and  E.  B.  Weston,  the 
meeting  of  the  American  Astronomical  Society  in  Boulder,  Colorado;  Professor  Helen 
Hogg,  Dr.  Wellmann,  Mr.  Weston,  and  Dr.  J.  B.  Oke,  the  Symposium  on  Astrophysics 
at  the  University  of  Michigan;  Professor  MacRae,  the  Conference  on  Photoelectric 
Photometry  in  Flagstaff,  Arizona.  Papers  were  presented  at  Boulder  by  Dr.  Wellmann, 
Mr.  Weston  and  Dr.  W.  R.  Hossack. 

Professor  T.  F.  Mcllwraith  was  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Education  to  serve 
on  the  Advisory  Board  for  the  Protection  of  Archaeological  and  Historic  Sites  of 
Ontario.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  May,  he  was  elected  chairman. 

Professor  J.  H.  Parker  represented  the  University  at  celebrations  of  the  seven 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  University  of  Salamanca,  Spain,  in 
June,  and  read  a paper  on  “One  Hundred  Years  of  Hispanic  Studies  at  the  University 
of  Toronto.”

Professor  Robinson  is  on  leave  of  absence  during  the  1953-54  Session  and  will  be 
Visiting  Professor  at  Michigan  State  College. 

Professor  C.  B.  Macpherson  has  returned  from  his  year  in  England  on  a Nuffield 
Fellowship.  In  the  spring  he  lectured  at  the  Universities  of  London  and  Birmingham 
and  to  the  Political  Studies  Association. 

Professor  A.  Brady  conducted  the  seminar  on  Nationalism  and  Democracy  in  the 
Commonwealth  at  the  Conference  on  Commonwealth  Studies,  in  Oxford,  June  29- 
July  10.
